The intent behind this 
change is to better provide for college programs 
and to coincide with alumnae interests, 


HOW WILL WE COMMUNICATE WITH OUR 
MEMBERS? 


Not long ago, The Magesine was the only vehi- 
ele that the Fraternity used to reach our entire 
membership. Today, the Theta website, social 
media, and e-communications have widened 
our options as thousands of members stay 
linked in new wavs. Printing and mailing our 
magazine is one of the largest expenses the 
Fraternity tneurs each vear. Alumnae constitute 
93 pereent of our readers, yet collegiate fees 
have been funding the publication of The 
Magazine for decades. 


Grand Council studied many options when 
deciding how to continue to pay for the Theta 
magazine and decided that the best solution is 
to ask those alumnae members who enjov 
receiving and reading the printed magazine to 
pay for it. This plan allows collegians’ dues to 
hun college programs, not a magazine for 
thumnae. This plan is not intended to make 
money for the Fraternity, but rather to allow 
the Fraternity to use its financial resources 
more efficiently and to be a good steward of 
member dues, 


WHAT WILL CHANGE? 


Over the next several years, the distribution 
system for the Theta magazine will gradually 
change. The online version, which comprises 
all the features of the printed version, will 
always be available to every Theta, Beginning 
with the Summer 2011 issue, vou will need to 
be a member of one of the following groups to 
continue to receive all printed versions of the 
Theta magazine. 


College members will receive The Magasine 
from initiation until they are no longer under-

id we make history or did history make 
us? 


In a summer house on Cape Cod the 
year they all turned S50, Marcia Quale Chellis, 
Taw Northwestern, and her g¢irlfriends—known 
simply and affectionately as the girls—pon- 
dered this cpuestion. 


Chellis, who pledged Tau Chapter at 
Northwestern in 1938, met with several of her 
best friends from high school and college davs 
for a celebration of their 50ch birthdays. During 
the reunion weekend, they laughed, cried, rem- 
inisced, and revealed some of their secrets. 


The 1950s, as Chellis recalls, was a decade 
When “.,. the futures of young women seemed 
ready-made. Growing up, we were expected to 
he perfect, patriotic, pleasing, and virginal, Chor 
scripts were written, We were to marry the 
June we graduated from college and not stup- 
posed to prepare for a profession because we 
were to be wives and mothers dependent on a 
man for our identity and support.” 


Winnetka, a suburb of northern Chicago, 
offered the picture-perfect hometown setting 
for Chellis and her friends, Chellis's own moth- 
er didn't work: she staved at home to raise her 
daughter and three younger brothers. And 
tlthough her mother's life was a happy one, 
Chellis knew something was missing. 


“Mv mother was raising four kids and doing a 
wonderful job, but | could sense her frustration. 
She wasn't doing enough to remain fulfilled, 
like when she taught Latin and English before 
she was married, That's when | decided, early 
on in high school, that | would always work. 


“We realized that reunion weekend that we had 
not followed our scripts,” Chellis continues. 
“The 1960s turned our scripts inside-out. But 
on we went, adjusting to change, decade after 
decade to the present.” 


That's when one of the girls asked, “Did we 


make history, or did history make us?" After a 
lot of thought and discussion, they decided to 
tell their stories, and Chellis agreed to write the 
book. 


She began taking notes on the milestones and 
challenges the girls had faced together in 
school, following their graduations, and into 
their adult lives, which inchided marriages, the 
births of children, divorcees, and various career 
twists and turns. 


She interviewed the five women who would be 
the subject of the book by phone, in person, 
and by e-mail questionnaire. Following the tirls 
through each decade became a framework for 
Chellis’s thoughts and ideas. 


HER OWN JOURNEY 


Specitically for Chellis, she called upon the 
challenges, fulfillment, and success she had 
achieved personally since college ¢racuation. 


“My fantasy was to become an editor of a 
women's magazine in New York,” Chellis 
admits, “but | found myself teaching first grade 
in Boston, where Ud grown up as a child. When 
| dot married, | quickly realized having babies 
and teaching in a classroom was not a good 
comme,” 


That led to Chellis’s intro into public television; 
she hosted a children's program tithed Jmagine 
Thee, in which she interacted with children 
through creative dramatics via stories, fables, 
and poems, 


“T took ideas that affected kids and had them 
perform their feelings on the particular subject 
matter,” Chellis explained. “TV programming 
for children instantly became more interactive,” 


During the run of her TV show, Chellis also 


authored children’s curriculums in Boston from 
an office in her home, which allowed her to be

By the late 1970s, Chellis was divorced and 
rising her kids as a single mom. When she 
moved into an apartment building in Boston's 
ack Bav, she met Joan Kennedy, who also 
lived there. Their relationship became the sub- 
ject of Chellis’s first book 


“In the fall of 1979, Ted Kennedy was deciding 
to run tor president. Due to various happenings 
in her lite and marriage, Joan was extremely 
fragile emotionally and couldn't de any major 
campaitning for her husband, She needed help 
and asked me to became her assistant.” 


The neighborly relationship became a signili- 
cant friendship 
eal; it was one woman getting another from the 
beginning to the end of the campaign, whether 
that end landed us in the White House or back 
in Boston,” Chellis explains. “As Joan's sssis- 
tant, I set up my office at home for her, hired a 
press secretary, a secretary, and a speech 
writer. And | could still take care of my kids.” 


“TL didn’t view the job as politi- 


As the campaiin progressed, Chellis witnessed 
how Mrs. Kennedy's emotional health improved 
and her self confidence increased .. . and she 
knew her support and friendship of a tellow 
WOM Wis PMirt of the positive improvements. 


“For several months during the campaign, Joan 
stood by Ted: towards the end of the campaign 
trail, Joan was able to stand by her own and 
spenk: she even entertained the national press 
corp on her own!” 


In the years to follow, her relationship with 
Airs. Kennedy also inspired thoughts toward a 
second book focusing on several women “next 
door. 


“In sharing experiences with Joan, it made me 
wonder haw some women “do well throughout 
tremendous challenges and adversity,” Chellis 
said. “Some run marathons in their wheel- 
chairs, so to speak, while others simply sit at 
home.” 


(Chellis sought out stories from other women 
and those stories made their way into the pages 
of Ordinary Women, Extraordinary Lives, 
which is now back in print 


MORE TWISTS AND TURNS 


About tive vears ato, when she revisited the 
notes from the Cape Cod 50th birthday bash, 
Chellis thought the tinve was right to pen the 
hook that would tell their stories. She beéan 
with new questionnaires to all the girls. 


“As | started asking more questions of my 
friends, | was in awe of their incredible honesty 
in What they shared on their lives, decade-bv- 
decade,” Chellis savs. “Its not always easy to 
talk about experiences in your life and things 
you did vou might reéret, but the girls found in 
talking about things, it was a source of healing, 
Their level of sharing was remarkable, and that 
is What helped make the book successful— 
other women can relate to what these women 
felt. Their candidness was so important.” 


Stories from The Girls from Winnetka vary 
trom happy and celebratory (career milestones, 
long-standing marriages, children and grand- 
children) to sad and mournful (the end of miar- 
tiages and jobs, the loss of a child and the 
passing of one of the girls). 


“The reaetion to this book has been over-the- 
top; more than | could have ever anticipated,” 
Chellis admits. “My triencds read it and said, 
“That was my lite, and you are telling my story 
for my daughter.” That was the dreatest thanks 
to me as an author.” (continued on page 30)

What if Thetas could come together from across 
the country to strengthen their understanding 
of fraternity values, serve others, and create life- 
long friendships with women from other chap- 
ters? Twenty-three months ago, that was just an 
idea—a big dream that became reality July 25 
to 41 in Santa Fe, NM, when 21 women from 20 
chapters came to¢ether to better understand the 
widest influence for good, put this Theta value 
into practice, and form sisterly bonds that tran- 
soend chapter and distanee. 


To make this service trip a reality, the 
Fraternity collaborated with Ambassadors tor 
Children, an lndianapolis-based non-profit 
orianization that conducts short-term hum€ni- 
tarian service trips. With the support of Rappa 
Alpha Theta Foundation, we spent the week 
improving the tacilitv of Girls Inc. Santa Fe. 
Girls Inc. is a national non-profit organization 
that teaches girls ages 5 through 15 to be smart, 
strong, and bold. We tried to exemplify those 
values as we installed an irrigation svstem, built 
a covote-fence gate, constructed benches from 
scratch, planted tomatoes, and did other 
improvement projects for the Girls Inc. facility. 
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To complete these tough projects, service trip 
participants used jackhanimers, power saws, 
and drills. All 21 women agreed that seeing 
these projects through from beginning to end 
was ineredibly empowering, “To setually to be 
able to use all these tools and dig a trench is 
really amazing,” said Alison Weisman, Zeta 
Lambda‘Charleston, “lve never done anvthing 
like this before.” 


Our hard work was noticed. “My interactions 
with the Thetas were incredibly inspiring,” said 
Melissa Willis, project manager of Girls Ine. 
Santa Fe. “We work to inspire all girls to be 
strong, smart, and bold. So seeing these voung, 
passionate,

Yet we will never truly know the impact of our 
interactions with these girls, As they reach their 
teenage vears and tackle tough challenges like 
body image, perhaps they will think of that smil- 
ing college girl in the brichthy colored T-shirt who 
told them they were wonderful no matter how 
they looked. 


In addition te building projects and mentoring, 
the women on the service trip delivered 1,681 
books to Girls Inc., CASA First Judicial District, 
and a local elementary school in Santa Fe, 
thanks to denerous donations trom alumnae and 
college chapters, as well as individuals, 


The Thetas on the trip also participated in an 
interactive leadership development program. 
Through this programming, we examined the 
ins and outs of the phrase “widest influence for 
good.” What does it mean? Why is it impor- 
tant? And how ean we spread it? We identified 
our unique abilities—the personality character- 
istics that make us who we are. We detailed an 
action plan to put our own widest influence for 
food in action in our chapters, on our campus- 
es, and in our communities. 


Inspired by new bonds formed and service proj- 
vets accomplished, we left Santa Fe with big 
plans to spread our widest influence tor good, 
One member plans to fulfill her litelong dream 
of educating children in sub-Saharan Africa. 
Another plans to switch her major back to her 
original choice of non-protit Manigement ane 
event planning. We all left Santa Fe committed 
to reinvigorating our sisters back home to live 
out our fraternity’s social aim, 


“This has been the most meaningful experience 
as a member for me. I've learned so much 
about myself, ov fraternity, and what it really 
means to exercise the widest influence for 
dood,” said Callie Healy, Alpha EtaVanderbilt. 


Trip leader Lindsay Sell, Beta GammeColorado 
State, agreed. “Kappa Alpha Theta’s first service 
trip proved to be the most profound Theta 
experience | have had to date,” she saicl. “I 
know Theta made a difterence in the Santa Fe 
community, and | have no doubt that service 
trip participants continue to make a difference 
in their chapters and communities after return- 
ing from this trip.” 


The seven davs in Santa Fe reminded me, the 
trip's other leader, that we have incredible 
power as Thetas to make a difference. Because 
af Theta, there are new books for girls who 
need them in Santa Fe; because of Theta, 100 
at-risk girls saw strong, smart role models in 
action. It was incredibly gratifving. 


And like our founders before us, these 21 
women were the first. They were the first 
women to ever attend a Kappa Alpha Theta 
service trip—a trip that was the first of its kind 
for a Greek-letter ordéanization, 9 
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n October 19, Kappa Alpha 


Theta celebrated its second 
Day of Service, Held on 
founder Bettie Locke 
Hamilton's birthday, alumnae 
and collegiate chapters, as 
Well as individuals, took to 
their communities to spread 
the widest influence for good,

The Nashville Alumnae Chapter and Lissa

Bradford's passion for

ONE THETA’S STEP-BY STEP GUIDE 
TO A GREENER LIFESTYLE

Over the past several vears I've been slowly 
incorporating many “green” activities into my 
life and lifestyle, and | have now gotten to the 
point where my friends and peers consider me 
an expert on ¢reen living. The kev, though, is 
to take on new things one at a time, doing each 
thing until its no longer a “thing,” but a wav of 
life. Then, be adventurous and try something 


else 


[t's best to start with things that really appeal 
to you. If you really like gardening, see if vou 
can garden without pesticides Or start compost- 
ing. If there are allergies or sensitivities in your 
family, vou may want to start by looking ut 
what vou eat and vour family’s skin products 
My tamily started with something easy and 
ubiquitous: reeveling 


[ found out what the reeveling rules are in my 
city and started separating out my reeveling, | 
learned when reeveling pickups are and what 
yeu can put in the reevele bins. Our city recy- 
cles co-mingles (glass, plastic, and metal), but 
is more specific about the types of plastic it will 
accept (they will take plastic with the chasing 
arrow symbol including mumbers 1, 2, .4, 4, 3, 
or 7). They accept most paper and cardbeard 
that is smaller than a certain size, and the 
paper has to be separate from co-mingles. 


[ purchased bins tor our paper and co-mingles 
and put them in a convenient place where mv 
family would use them. Then, we started recy- 
cling! 


One thing | teel verv strongly about is that if 
vou have children, start now. Don't say it will 
be easier When they're older; it won't. It really 
is easiest to teach lithe children, even toddlers, 
new habits. The things you teach them when 
they are litthe will last a lifetime. My twins are 
rabid reevelers and will pick up trash off the 
street if allowed to, but it's quite the battle to 
fet them to pick up their room! ¢ 
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THE YEARS 


ith its first issue in LSS5, our maga- 
zine took “... her place anvong the 

| journals of the fraternity world ... 
trusting that with the assistance of favorable 
‘breezes her kite [would] sail into the realms of 
journalism, doing her duty valiantly and reflect- 
ing credit upon the Greek world.” Chapter letters 
were the heart of the first issue of Theta’s jpour- 
nal, just as they still bring life to its pages today. 
Filled with excitement and hope that the new 
journal would bring the young fraternity closer 
together despite geography, these chapter letters 
tlso detailed chapter news and voiced opinions 
on Various Fratemity prodrams and direction. 


In the early days of Theta’s magazine, detailed 
accounts Of initiation celebrations, membership 
“campaigns, and intramural sports give a sense 
that Thetas have always led busy lives. 
According to Lambda/Vermont in the first issue, 
“We have, in fact, been quite hilarious all the 
term with ‘spreads,’ banquets, and other festivi- 
ties.” You can almost hear the sigh when the 
writer from RhoaNebraska noted in 103, “1 de 
not suppose Nebraska girls are busier than those 
of any other growing college, but with our school 
work, fraternity interests, college interests and 
outside duties, we find our time more than full,” 


Visits from other Theta chapters, usually for foot- 
ball games, are noted throughout the early 
decades. In 1903, chapter letters from both 
KappaKansas and RhowNebraska report Kappa'’s 
wisit to Lincoln for a football game. Even before 
Founders Dav became a formal fraternity event, 
many chapters mention having “birthday parties” 
and other celebrations of varving formality to 
commemorate the anniversary of Theta’s found- 
ing. In the midst of examinations that same vear, 
Chi/Symeuse was surprised by their chaperon, 
who “... presented us with a huge birthday cake 
and we spent a pleasant hour at the table singing 
the sons so dear to every Theta'’s heart.” 


It is clear even from early chapter submissions 
that there were debates about the goals of 
member selection and the nature of recruit- 
ment. A DSSS letter from Epsilon/Wooster ures 
that congeniality need not mean conformity: 
“... we mean ... those who, though dissimilar, 
can unite in being jolly at the right time, and 
show a dignified and stately mein [sic] at other 
times, always being ready and willing to unite 
on the bread plain of common sense in frater- 
nity matters.” Mu/Alle¢heny put it this way in 
IS91: “We are strictly adhering to the motto, 
‘Qualitas non quantitas, believing that in no 
other way can a truly strong Chapter be built 
up.” In the same issue, from across the coun- 
try, Omicron/USC chimed in, “There is an 
indetinable something about the girl who makes 
a good Theta which is easily recognized when 
possessed, Shouldn't we feel this about every 
firl we take in? In small colleges, this necessar- 
ily makes a scarcity in the number of members. 
The choice of Omicron in the matter has been 
ta make a strong point in the material rather 
than numbers.”

Compiling a magazine in 
the early vears of Kappa 
Alpha Theta was a daunting 
tisk, and chapters took 
turns serving as “editing 
chapter,” It is likely that no 
chapter writer in these 
early years could foresee 
the professionalism and 
meticulousness headed 
Thetas way when, in 109, 
L. Pearle Green, 
Phi‘Stanford, was clected 
rand secretary (which 
included the tasks of editor, 
duties she kept until 1949). 
In the January 1921 issue, 
Green started the “Chapter 
News’ section by detailing 
the shortcomings of the 
chapter editors’ submis- 
sions, Lest the chapter edi- 
tors not recognize their own 
errors in these criticisms, 
Green listed which chapters 
were Suilty of each. The list 
did end on a high note, with 
the “Honor Rolls” of chapters 
from whom “... twped letters 
[were| gratefully received.” 


believed to h 


Things had not improved (from Green's per- 
spective) a vear later when she wrote, “It is 
certainly discouraging to spend hours compiling 
explicit, and we fondly thought, clear instruc- 
tions for the material form of chapter letters— 
and then to find the very most elemental and 
universal rules for copy both ignored and vio- 
lated in the letters that had to be edited for this 
issue.” After pointing out that 15 chapters sub- 
mitted conforming letters, she throws down the 
Jdauntlet by calling tor the resignation of any 
chapter editor not submitting a timely and by- 
the-manual letter for the next issue and prom- 
ising a reduction of 200 points from the offend- 
ing chapters’ “elficieney scores,” 


Greens lament takes the form of want ads in 
the March 1924 issue. “Wanted: Typewriters for 
the use of the editors of Delta, Eta, lota, 
Lambda, Mu, Rho, Sigma, Upsilon, Alpha Eta, 
Alpha Theta, Alpha lota, Alpha Kappa, Alpha 
Upsilon, Alpha Phi, Beta Beta, and Beta Delta 
chapters. Also a double space attachment for 
Kappas machine.” She also wished for calen- 
dars for nine chapters, “so their editors can 
find dates to put on their letters,” and for “a 
definition of news that will forever bar term 
examinations as original information.” 


Our magazine has lived on, and her pages 
remain most lively when detailing the activities 
and accomplishments of our chapters. Though 
they very rarely debate fraternity poliey, nor 
are they publicly (and in print) criticized by an 
exacting editor, today's chapter letters continue 
the ¢oal so hopefully described in the very first 
issue by Ai/Weslevan University “special corre- 
spondent Carrie M. Hill ©... that this publica- 
tion will serve to bind more closely the bonds 
of sisterly love which unite us.” >

A GOLDEN 
ANNIVERSARY 
IN BLOOMINGTON
